eral Alexander Simpson reité 
she would testify on Wednesday: “It 
was her story that indicted Hall 
Henry Stevens, as well as Henry Car- 
pender, who is not yét on trial... 
Mrs. Riehl flounced into the witness 
Chair late yesterday, a slender, black- 
€yed. young woman, plainly showing 
her hostility. to: Senator Simpson and 
his invéstigators in general. Ske set- 
tled herself defiantly and tilted her 
head qtiestioningly toward her ques- 
tioner. Obviously, Louise, as she is 
invariably called, was conscious. that 
she was chic—in her boyish blue coat, 
with its square shoulders, and her 
ecatiet hat. And she permitted her 
face to suggest that she was not enjoy- 
ing the prospect from the stand, which 


consisted chiefly of a close-up of Sena- 
tor Simpson. 


Heér Replies Are Emphatic. 


The Senator did not allow any un- 
‘friendliness to register on his part, 


however. He was suave, one might 
say, in putting the usual introductory 
questions. The replies came in em- 
phatic fashion, as though the ex-maid 
were mentally saying ‘and what of 
it?” after each answer. 

Gradually the special prosecutor led 
the witness up to the all-important tel- 
elephone call which Mrs. Eleanor R.

Thus, he 
charges, jealousy provided the motive 
for thé crime, On two other occasions 
Mrs. Riehi has told of the telephone 
episode, but has said that she turned 
away, leaving Mrs. Hall standing in 
the lower hall with the telephone re- 
ceiver in her hand. The maid thought /- 
Mrs. Hall replaced the receiver, be- 
cause she heard the ‘‘porch door slam”’ 
@ second later. 

In cool tones and in a manner that 
smacked of mockery at Mr. Simpson, 
she added this sentence yesterday: 

‘She placed back the receiver and 
turned around and walked out.”’ 


Backs Mrs. Hall’s Story. 


Mrs. Hall had been steadfast in say- 
ing that she knew nothing of the in- 


trigue between her husband and the 
chorister, and the former maid’s re- 
mark seemed to many in the courtroom 
to have snapped at least for the time 
being the thread of motive in the 
State's case.

There were 400. policemen and an 
equal number of firemen from: New 
York in line, together with '250 other 
guests, including nearly every one “of 
importance at Tammany Hall. Gover- 
nor Smith unexpectedly appeared, 
coming from Absecon, N. J., where he 
is spending a vacation, together with 
George W. Olvany, leader of Tam- 
many; Robert F. Wagner, United 
States. Senator-elect; John F. Gilchrist 
of the Board of Transportation and 
Colonel John G. Phelan of the old 
Sixty-ninth New York Infantry. 

Mayor Walker received more ap- 
plause from the crowds of Philadel- 
phians than all the rest of the visitors 
together.. Perhaps this was because 
he led the parade on foot, while Gov- 
ernor Smith was all but obscured from

His ninetieth birthday was made a 
civic holiday, and he was a guest of 
the Kiwanis Club, of which he was a 
member, at a birthday- party. He did 
not speak, but he stood behind the 
mammoth birthday cake, tilted his pic- 
turesque hat at the accustomed angle, 
and smiled genially above his chin 
whiskers while photographers made a 
record of the occasion. 

He even inserted a cigar between his 
teeth to make complete the resem- 
blance to the Cannon of old, although 
he had abandoned smoking to a, large 
extent in his later years and had sub- 
stituted mild cigars for the stogies 
which were recognized throughout the 
lend as part of the Cannon picture. 

On the stroke of twelve noon ‘Uncle 
Joe” peacefully breathed his last. He 
simply slept away. 


Unconscious for Ten Hours. 
Since about 2 A. M. it had been ap- 


C. E. Wilkinson, his personal physi+ 
cian, was called at that hour because 
Mr, Cannon was havin ng difficulty in 
swallowing. This condition was re- 
lieved temporarily. 

Later in the morning the physician 
spent a half hour at the patient’s bed- 
side. At that time he was sleeping 
peacefully. Between 10 and 11 o’clock 
he became restless, then settled again 
into a calm sleep. He had been in a 
state of coma for about ten hours be- 
fore the end. 

Death was due, Dr. Wilkinson said, 
to- myocardial degeneration, or weak- 
ening of the heart muscles. 

A cold contracted in July gave Mr. 
Cannon much worry, and it was then 
that he took to motoring instead of 
walking. The first indication that his 
condition was grave was when his 
daughter, Helen, was summoned home 
from Europe hurriedly in September.

Three Dynamite Missiles Fail to 
Explode at Birger Farm 
in Illinois Feud.

The semj-official statement says the 
annulment was granted first by the 
Southwick: Court and was then con- 
firmed by the Holy Rota Tribunal in 
July of this year, and that the inter- 
ested parties. were notified at the be- 
ginning of August.

court’s action were not stated in the 
dispatch, 

The Rev.. Wilfrid Parsons, editor of 
the Catholic weekly magazine ‘‘Amer- 
ſea,“ pointed out that as the Duke had 
been divorced and had afterward re- 

married he could not become a Roman 
Catholic until his status had been reg: 

ularized. 

Father Parsons said: 

“The Duke of Mariborough could not 


become a Roman Catholic in his pres-| yw, 


ent situation unless one of two things 
happened—renouncing his present wife, 
if his first marriage should prove to be 
valid, or .proving that his first mar- 
age invalid. - The Catholic 
Church does not claim jurisdiction over 
the validity of the form of marriages 
as contracted by non-Catholics. How- 
ever, such a marriage, valid in other 
respects, might be invalid because of 
some inherent defect in the contract 
itself. Such, for instance, would: be 
lack of the proper consent. 

“If the. Church granted a decree of 
nullity: on these grounds, this act 
would not be an annulment. but a dec- 
laration of nullity; that is to say, a 
declaration that, because of this de- 
fect, the contract had been of itself 

null and void from the beginning.

The Government has regarded the de- 
lay of the Court members in taking 
decisive. action en the American res- 
ervations as entirely too long, accord- 
ing the’ understanding of persons in 
the President’s party, and the Adminis- 
tration is regarded as feeling that the 
counter-proposals of the Geneva Con- 
ference are not. justified, since well- 
informed European Ministers know full 
well that American opinion would not 
sanction further concessions. 


Expect 3 European Decision. 


Now that the Court members know 
that the Administration stands behind 


the Senate reservations it is up to the 
European powers to accept them or .:e- 
nounce any hope that the United 
States will become a member of the 
Court of International Justice, in the 
view of those of Mr, Coolidge’s travel- 
ing companions who naturally have 
been discussing, as they speed toward 

ashington, the reaction to the Presi- 
dent’s speech likely to follow in Europe. 

They regard the President’s determi- 
nation to refuse to submit any counter- 
proposal! to the Senate as the Govern- 
ment’s final position. 

Up to date only a few of the smaller 
nations, mostly South American re- 
publics, have accepted the Senate 
reservations. Not one of the im- 
portant European countries has ac- 
cepted or even replied to the official 
communications sent them by the 
Secretary of State immediately follovw- 
ing the adeption of the modified proto- 
col by the Senate at its last session.

The American com- 
ment which had followed publication 
of the conditions had prepared Geneva 
for the worst. 

But while there is general regret 
that the Court is thus robbed of the 
opportunity to realize the fullness of its 
possibilities, it is generally agreed that 
the time has not come for American

DECLARES COOLIDGE — 
PREACHES WAR GOSPEL 


Dr. Moon of Columbia Tells New 
Jersey Teachers the President 
Undermines Cause of Peace.

Calling President Coolidge’s Armistice 
Day speech inconsistent in its pre- 
tense of America’s desire for peace, 
yet emphasizing her preparadness for 
war, Dr. Parker T. Moon, of the 
History Departmént. of Coélumbia Uni- 
versity, addressed the Social —* 
Department of the New Jersey 8S 
\Taethars’ Association at the Amtad 
sador this afternoon. 

“‘When a President, a Premier or 
a Dictator makes statements like those 
of our Chief Magistrate yesterday, he 
is undermining the cause of peace and 
preaching the gospel of war,"’ said 
Dr. Moon. “With evident pride he 
said, ‘Taken as a whole there is no 
better navy than our own in the 
world—that our army is not out- 
matched by any other likehumber of 
troops’ and later, ‘every time a liberty 
bond is retired, preparedness is ad- 
vanced.’ Also that we havé two of the 
three necessities for the conduct of 
military operations, personnel and 
agricultural and industrial supplies, 
lacking only enough money_to fight 
another war. When France reads that 
I wonder how she will feel about pay- 
ing her debt to ‘America? Pay it so 
that we could easily declare war on 
her. I can imagine her diplomats 
whispering. Yet, in face of this war 
talk, President Coolidge claims that 
we look to the arts of peace rather 
than war.’’ 

Dr. Moon characterized the so-called 
adjustment of Europe’s debts to us, 
which was supposed to have been on 
the basis of relative pay power, as 
merely debt bargaining. e scouted 
the attitude that we had rae part in 
European “politics. “So long as our 
dollars are invested in Europe, we have 
@ very real interest in Europe and are 
vitally affected by conditions as they 
— from day to day over there,’”’ he

CAMBRIDGE, Mass., Nov. 12.—A 
letter was sent today from the Student

This overture closely follows the sen- 
timents expressed yesterday in a state- 
ment made by Howard Elliott, Presi- 
dent of the Board of Overseers of 
Harvard University. Mr. Elliott, speak- 
ing from ‘the point of view of an of- 
ficer and an alumnus of Harvard, ex- 
pressed his regret at the break ‘be- 
tween Haryard and Princeton and 
suggested that through some official 
group at Harvard a meeting between 
the two colleges should be arranged, 
at which representatives from both 
institutions: could ‘‘sit- down in good 
temper and talk over things and ar- 
range for a resumption of the cordial 
reltions, that have existed between 
Harvard and Princeton for fifty years.’’ 


Letter Sent by Harvard. 


The communication from the Har- 
vard body to Princeton today follows: 
Nov. 12. 

Joseph Prendergast, 

President, Senior Council, Prince- 
ton, 

Dear Sir: 

I received your letter of the 8th 
on Nov. 11, and.on'meeting with the 
Harvard Student Council the fol- 
lowing suggestion was drafted: In 
answer to your letter of Nov. 8, I 
wish to be absolutely frank, as you 
request. While the Student Council 
regrets the bad manners of The 
Lampoon editorial and while the un- 
dergraduate body as a whole would 
never have expressed their feelings 
in this way, it is only fair to say - 
that there has been a recognizable 
element of bad feeling in our foot- 
ball relations for some time. 

This bad feeling, which we regret 
as much as you do, demands some 
sort of frank and open discussion. 
Our council suggests that a repre- 
sentative committee. be appointed by 
each council to meet early next 
month to enter into a complete and 
frank discussion of the.:grievances 
of each university. We feel that only 
by such means can an ultimate and 
satisfactory agreement be made. 

In any case, we sincerely. hope that 
the action of your Board of: Athletic 
Control in closing the Harvard rela- 
tions will in no way affect the co- 
operation of our student bodies in 
those things in which we have al- 
ways stood side by side.

There have been rumors here to the 
effect that Dartmouth would replace 
Princeton on the Crimson schedule.

The State Water Power Commission, 
even after reorganization of the ad- 
ministrative departments of the State 
under the Hughes plan, will continue, 
nominally at least, under Republican 
control. This was learned yesterday 
when word came that Governor Smith 
would reappoint Commissioner Alex- 
ander Macdonald, a Republican, of 
Franklin County, as head of the Con- 
servation Department. ig . 

Commissioner Macdonald will be- 
come titular head of the new Water 
Power Commission, which will be an 
even more important body under. re- 
organization than at present, as it will 
take over the functions of the so-called 
Water Control Commission and the 
River Regulating Board as well. The 
commission will have three members. 
Attorney General Albert Ottinger, also 
a Republican, will be a member, and 
Colonel Frederick Green, Commissioner 
of Public Works, and a Democrat, will 
be the other. 

It was said yesterday that the only 
thing that might interfere with the re- 
appointment of Mr. Macdonald would 
be his alliance with other Republican 
members of the present Water Power 
Commission and vote for the granting 
of a lease on the St. Lawrence for 
hydroelectric development to either of 
the big private corporations now bid- 
ding for such a concession. There is 
no reason to believe that he will do 
this, however, as Mr. Macdonald con- 
sistently has been in the Governor’s 
corner in any controversy over power 
or other matters in his department. 


To Have Full Veto Power. 


Under the operation of, the Hughes 
plan, the Governor will be able to 
exercise absolute veto power over hy- 


droelectric concessions, as his signa- 
ture will be necessary on every cer- 
tificate granting such a concession, to 
make it effective. 

Attorney General Ottinger returned 
to this city from Albany yesterday, 
He was asked what prospect there was 
of Governor Smith’s request being 
heeded and action on the proposed St. 
Lawrence concession deferred until af- 
ter Jan. 1. : 

“I do not know what they are go-

Walsh spoke of the evidences shown 
since election of the widespread joy 
with which his’ return had been re- 
ceived by members of. his party and 
independents in Massachusetts and

“The victory was not a _ personal 
one,’’ he declared, ‘it was a victory for 
the average man and woman of this 
Sate, for liberalism and progress 
against reaction and standpatism.”’

CANNON FOR 50 YEARS 
_HAD.“A BULLY TIME’ 


Former Speaker Enjoyed the 
Tempest Equally With the 
Sunshine. — 


J 











‘No public man in America had a 
more colorful career than Joseph Gur- 
ney Cannon. That career lasted full 
fifty years, unless we deduct those two 
brief periods of enforced retirement 
when a disturbed electorate sent others 
to occupy his seat in the House of 


Representatives. It. was a career of 
sunshine and tempest. If Roosevelt 
had ‘‘a bully time,” as he said he had 
in the seven and a half years he 
lived in the White House, Cannon had 
as bully a time for half a century. 

It is a question which he enjoyed 
most—the tempest or the sunshine. 
Probably, judged by the observation of 
those who were with him in stormy 
weather and fair, he enjoyed each 
equally. A two-fisted forensic fighter, 
an orator of the rough-and-ready. sort, 
able to. handle himself well against 
any nimble-witted foe; a master of 
slow-driven but penetrating invective. 


seldom if ever let the gauntlet of de- 
fiance. lie at his feet. © 

But. “his man-at-arms _onslaughfs 
were all. to practical ends. He was 
essentially practical in his legislative 
policies. President Co: idge, in hig. 
application of principles of economy 
and retrenchment, had an able prede- 
cessor in Cannon. In his long service 
as Chairman of the House 
on Appropriations he was’ a veritable 
watchdog of the Treasury.. He was. 
ever on the lookout for attempts to 
loot the public money chest under 
cover of law. 

Going over his legislative career, 
many might say that his name was at- 
tached to few,. if any, constructive 
measures. Annual supply bills for the 
support of the Government do not 
have’ the names of men attached to 
them. Sut on these his dominating 
personality was deeply imprinted, with 
that dominance on the side of economy 
and efficiency of administration. His 
forte was hard work, the kind of hard 
work done behind the closed: doors of 
a committee room, ‘where the needs of 
the country were appraised and cared 
for in the light of public progress 
coupled with the status of the Gov- 
ernment’s finances. 

It was not work that shone. Only 
among the few living who watched 
him labor in the heyday of- his phys- 
ical and mental vigor is there appre- 
ciation of ‘the man’s usefulness. He 
thay be criticized for the manner in 
which he exercised power when he ob- 
tained power or for his abiding faith 
in outstanding principles of his party, 
but at least it was an abiding faith 
that, with these principles translated 
into action, the nation would be bet- 
ter served. At any rate, those who 
knew him did not question his honesty 
of purpose, however much it may 
have been doubted by others. 


Loved the Company of Men, — 


In his personal aspects he was un- 
like any~popular’ impression: obtained 
from his fighting in the arena of pub- 
lic affairs. Genial, kindly, filled with 
the spirit of camaraderie, he loved the 
company of men. He worked ‘hard and 
he played hard. If he was severely 
ironical in his private comment on 


those whose political or personal con- 
duct or character he did not like, with 
his chosen friends he was kindness it- 
self. The affection in which he was 
held was attested by the familiar pseu- 
donym of “‘Uncle Joe.’’ 

He appeared to be affected little by 
any .criticism aimed at his public or 
private doings. A good ‘“‘cusser,’”’ his 
nation-wide reputation for profane ex- 
pletive was not deserved in the sense 
in which the term profanity is com- 
monly understood. The game of poker 
was a mental rest for him, not a-strug- 
gle.to win money. He never concealed 
his liking for it. — 

“How do you kill time?” he was 
asked.

He could not resist making remarks 
like that. 

In his old age Mr. Cannon mellowed 
in kindliness and gentleness to the 
complete exclusion of any bitterness 
for political foe or desire to employ 
broadaxe invective in public debate. 
All his life full of the spirit of play in 
the periods allotted to play, he cast 
aside hard work when the burden of 
years told him that his days for work 
had passed. Then ‘he calmly watched 
others carry on legislative labors in 
his place and devoted himself to his 
friends, young: as well as old, playing 
with less animation, but keenly appre- 
ciative of hearing others sing the 
songs he used to sing or tell the stories 
that once wete ‘his. 


Liked to Sing and to Dance a Jig.

The dare was accepted. .While ex- 


the State; he is the forty- 


tcited Democrats and insurgent Repub- 


licans rushed toward the rostrum, as 


his throne, a resolution was offered to 
declare the office of Speaker vacant 
and to proceed to elect a new Speaker. 
But. that was going too far for most of 
the insurgents. Party loyalty hung by 
a thin thread, but the thread held. 
Only eight insurgents voted with the 
Democrats to depose Cannon. The 
resolution was lost, 155 to 192. 

That was the beginning of the end 
of what had come to be called ‘‘Can- 
nonism.’’ In’ ¢£ ibsequent Congresses 
the Speaket’s power was curtailed, 
until nowadays the Chairmen and 
members of committees are elected by 
the House, the Committee.on Rules 
functions independently of the Speak- 
er, and the House generally is domi- 
nated by the House itself. ; 

The ninety years of life just ended , 
were begun in a Quaker, hamlet near 
Guilford, N. C. Mr. Cannon was born 
there on May 7, 1836. His parents were 
Quakers. When Joseph Gyrney was. 
only 4 years old,. his father, a\country 
doctor, moved with his wife and chil- 
dren and ten other Quaker families to 
Indiana, near Terre’: Haute. - Their 
aversion to. slavery- was, the cause’ of 
this migration. Dr. ‘iCanfon ‘was 
drowned in the Wabash, and Joseph, 
a mere boy, became the “chief — 
of the family. 


Began Life as a Clerk. 


For four years he “clerked” in a 
country store and studied law. He at- 
tended the Cincinnati Law School, 
walked back to the Wabash when his 


course was finished hecause he did not 
have carfare, practised law there 
awhile, and then hung out his shingle 
in Tuscola, Ill. 

In 1860, when he was 24; Mr. Cannon | 
made his first trial in politics by run- 
ning fdr the office of State’s Attorney. 
He was defeated. He moved to Dan- 
ville, his future home, and in the hext 
year, the year of the outbreak of the 
Civil War, he won the’ State’s Attor- 
neyship and held the office until 1868. 
In 1872, the year U. S. Grant was re- 
elected President over Horace Greeley 
and Charles ‘O’Conor, Mr. Cannon was 
elected to the House of Representa- 
tives. His term began the next year, 
when he was 36. 

When Congress’ and the country 
were thrown into -turmoil over the 
Hayes-Tilden Presidential contest. at 
the end of 1876 and in the early tect 
of.1877, Cannon was fairly well 
as a member of the House. He wad 


re-elected: for term after term until } 


1890, when he/was engulfed in the 
Democratic tidal wave, forerunner of 
Grover Cleveland’s second Presidential 
triumph in 1892. But Cannon weath- 
ered the storm of Cleveland’s election 
and was returned to the House. The 
Roosevelt Bull Moose movement of 1912 
brought him another defeat, but two 
years later he was again victor at the 
polls and he served until his voluntary 
retirement from the Housé on March 
4, 1923, just fifty years after he had 
entered that body as a member. 

In those fifty years he «served con- 
tinuously in Congress with the ex- 
ception of the four years mentioned. 
For many terms he was Chairman of 
the Committee on *— opriations. He 
was Speaker in ype Fife -eighth, Fifty- 
ninth, Sixtieth y-first. Con- 
gresses, a: — * eight years.” 

By his . political critics 
was attacked as a reactionary, 
cbstacle in the way of pene 
and. reform in government.

who never surrendered to new ideas 
directed to the public welfare. 

- But his personal honesty and integ- 
rity were never attacked by those who 
knew him in Washington... Nothing he 
did as a legislator could be construed 
as designed to help himself or his 
friends in any direct material way. In 
fact, his consistent course was to hold 
down appropriations from the Treas- 
ury. His high protectionist policy was 
based on a general’ principle and not 
on an intention to help any particular 

roup. 

Although by profession a lawyer, his 
private income was derived from a 
country bank which his brother ran 
while Uncle Joe played the fascinating 
game of politics in Washington. His 
share of the bank’s profit gave him 
ample means. A widow«r, he lived 
simply, taking little part in social af- 
fairs. When he became Speaker he 
leased a big house and entertained 
well, but without ostentation. His un- 
married daughter served as hostess. of 
the Speaker’s home. 

In the earlier stages of their ‘offtitial 
and personal ‘intercourse the. attitude 
of President’ Roosevelt. toward Ar 
Cannon -Wwas. mixed and uncertain. 
Colonel Roosevelt became President in 
1901. Mr. Cannon became Speaker in 
1903 and servéd:-as ‘such fice 
the Roosevelt régime. 

Just before Cannon's . election’ as 
Speaker President Roosevelt, in ‘a let- 
ter to William H. Taft, spoke of him 
and others as leaders of “‘great intel- 
ligence and power.’’ When Congress 
adjourned in ’ President Roosevelt 
wrote: ‘“‘With Mr: Cannon as Speaker 
the House has gokomplianed a literally 
phenomenal amount of good work.” 

There are frequent feferences to 
Cannon, some admiring,.some critical, 
in Rooseyelt’s letters to Henry -Cabot 
Lodge. Cannon came to New York in 
1906 to speak in behalf of Charles E. 
Hughes’s candidacy for. Governor, 
and (said Roosevelt) “half emptied a 
big -hall by making a long speech”’ 
on the tariff; the history of the Re-. 
publican Party, the.full dinner pail, 
and various other topics about which 
people in New York this year are no 
more’ concerned than they are with. 
the’ embargo on the Dred Scott, de- 
¥ cision.” 

Cannon’s poker game expression, 
“stand pat,” with reference to the 
protective tariff, irritated Roosevelt. 

“T have been protesting: to Sherman 
(James S§. Sherman) and .Cannon 
against their.use of the words ‘stand | 
pat,’ ’* he wrote. | ‘They (the voters) 
do not understand the expression 
‘stand, pat,” and donot like it.’’ 

As to the labor question, Roosevelt 
told Lodge that he “thought Cannon 
‘took a'very manly stand and was. en- 
titlede to any backing I ‘could give 
him,’’ In the Presidential campaign. of 
1908, -with Taft and Sherman. on the 
Republican ticket, Roosevelt said he 
was “disturbed by ‘the extent of the

Attitude on Tariff Attacked. 


‘In 1910, with Taft President, Roose- 
velt expressed helief in what he quoted 


Elihu Root as saying: 

“That it was useless to hope to do. 
good work on the tariff if we adhered 
to the way which Cannon, Payne, 
Dalzell and even as able a man as 
Aldrich ‘declared to be the only way.’ 

And. the same year ‘Roosevelt wrote 
from Christiania, Norway, on his re- 
turn from his African hunting tétp, 
with reference to American political 
conditions, that “it seems to me that 
Taft, Cannon, Aldrich and the others 
have totally misestimated the charac- 

ter of the .movethent which we now 
have to face in. America.’’ - 

And Lodge had written to Rodsevelt

Five Men Force Officials and 
Patrons to Lie on Floor as 
They Loot Place. 





1.4 PORTE, Ind., Nov. 12 ). Five 


young men quietly robbed the People’s 


Trust and Savings Bank of La Porte 
of $40,000 in-cash and $100,000 in nego- 
tiable securities today, left town in an 
automobile. and tonight no trace of 
them had been found. 

Ten employes and 4ive customers 
were in the bank shortly before noon, 
when the five men, unmasked and 
well-dressed, drove to the bank and 
_ entered. 

One shot was fired into the ceiling 
from a sawed-off shotBun, apparently 
in an éffort to intimidate employes 
and customérs, who were forced: to lie 
on the floor while the cash’ from the 
tills was scooped up. 

This amount was’ not satisfactory 
and Harry. Keller, the cashier, was 
forced to open the vault, from which 
the negotiable paper was obtained. 

Leaving their victims face down on 
the floor the bandits hurried out, 
leaped into their motor car and were 
away before an alarm could be given. 

The shot of intimidation was not 
heard by persons on the streets, al- 
though the. bank is at the main corner 
of a town of. 15,000 population. The 
bank is the largest in La Porte. This 
was La Porte’s first bank robbery.

H. S. Erickson, President of the Cal- 
laway Bank, also is cashier of the Se- 
curity Bank here, and both institutions 
were closed -after runs. had caused 
withdrawals imperiling their resources, 
the banks’ officials said. / 

The Security Bank had deposits of 
$780,000 and the Callaway Bank $150,- 
000. A. O. Sletvold, County Attorney, 
said he had found nothing in the clos- 
ing of the-banks to warrant any action 
by him.

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SPEAKER CANNON. 

Colloquially, Mr. CANNoN was known 
by his familiar nickname, but in the 
long Congressional tradition he will 
always be thought of as Speaker 
Cannon. This was only in part be- 
cause his last Speakership was marked 
by a resounding and only partly sin- 
cere political fight-to clip the wings 
of his power. Long before that epi- 
sode, which now has receded. into 
something like its true proportions, 
he had come to be known as one of 
the great figures of. the House of 
Representatives. In appearance and 
speech he was a sort of Joseph Pru- 
dhomme of American politics. Homely 
but shrewd; commonplace but saga- 
cious, he spoke and thought in the 
vernacular of the common people. It 


required, for etample, apt persuasion.. 
and all kinds of diplomatic blandigh~’ 
ments to induce him to lend his au- 


thority to the great and finally success- 
ful plan for the beautifying of the City 


of Washington. Why urge upon him | 


the glories of’ a Florentine palace, 
when it was his prefound conviction 
that sucl. luxuries never should have 
been indulged ih by any. people and 
were certainly not fitting for plain 
Americans? » However, he rather re- 
luctantly joined this march of esthetic | 
progress. 

It is’ needless to’ comment on the 
length and vicissitudes of his long 
public career. Full obituary notices 
will supply all needed details of that 
‘kind. But no mere chronological 
record can do justice to the kind of 
service which for years he rendered 
the country as a strong and glowingly 
influential member of the House of 
Representatives. As Chairman of the 
Committee on Appropriations, he came 
to know minutely the whole business 
of the Government. The duties and 
personnel of each big department he 
had ‘at his: finger’s.end. When it was 
@ question of voting money to carry 
on the Federal establishment, no one 
Was more acute and ready than he 
in detecting the encroachments of ex- 
travagance and political favoritism. 


- On one occasion he announced on the 


floor of the House what might well be 
called an immortal principle of public 
finance. “You think,” he said, “ that 
“it is the duty of the Committee on 
“ Appropriations to make appropria- 
“tions, On the contrary, it is its chief 
“duty to prevent their being made.” 
As one looks back now upon the im- 


mense uproar which attended the 


“revolution” that led to the change 
‘fn the rules of the House greatly re- 
ducing the power of the Speaker, it 
seems far less important than it did 
at the time. Mr. CANNON was attacked 


as a “Czar,” a tyrannical trampler| 


upon the liberties of private members 
and upon the freedom of debate, and 
‘was pictured as a type of political 
obscurantism and reaction that must 
be got rid of if the country were to 
be really “progressive.” As a slight

One’ great point of attack.-was ‘the 
Speaker's. power to appoint com- 
mittees. He was shorn of that, but 
it will have been noted that com- 
mittees of about the same sort have 
continued to be selected by the new 
method, and with about the same iron 
grasp on the business of the House. 
Moreover, Speakers subsequent to Mr. 
CANNON have been compelled quietly 
to’adopt some of his methods. No- 
body today refers to Speaker Lonc- 
WORTH as a Czar, yet in quiet but 
persistent ways he has done a good 
deal to assert the inkerent authority 
and power of his office, much in the 
old Cannon fashion. 

From the summit of his greatly pro- 
Jonged life, Mr. 
upon the developments of government 
and of public life during his time, and 
acquired a serene and benevolent 
philosophy concerning it all. Even the 
bitter contest against him when he 
was Speaker left no sting with him. 
He probably thought that the more 
the rules of the House of Representa- 
tives were changed, and the more the 
methods of politics were altered, the 
more they remained the same thing. 
But among things’ which never 
Changed with Mr. CANNON was his 
thoroughgoing Americanism, and his 
unfaltering ‘belief in the high — 
of ‘his country. 


RESTORING THE DEPRIVED. 

It is right that Senator BoraH, who 
practices to perfection the art of Re- 
publican regularity, should be the 
first to look tenderly upon the sur- 
vivors and successors of the four err- 
ing Republican brethren who were 
cast out from the conference of Re- 
publican Senators in 1925. That was 
an “error of judgment,” he tells 
“Jim” .WaTson, imploring him, as 
Chairman of the Republican Com- 
mittee of Committees, to give Brother 
Frazier of North Dakota his ‘old 
pew and certify that he is in good 
and regular standing in the con- 
gregation. It was an error of judg- 
ment, but the gift of ._prophecy can’t 
be expected even from the orthodox, 
Now the saints need the _ sinners 
in their business. They can’t work 
the farm without the assistance of 
the prodigals. The regular regulars 
can’t organize the next Senate save by 
the aid of the former irregulars. 
Therefore the status of the latter must 
be corrected. - 

How good the veal must look even to 
those austere eyes. The fatted calf ‘is 
“nothing compared with a fat chafr- 
r unship. No matter how strong a 
sufferer a Senator may be, to take 
from him the precious right of senior- 
ity is a cruel and unusual punish- 
ment. Hands that were clenched in 
wrath against the Administration in 
1924 are now turning over lovingly the 
list in the Congressional Directory. of 
committees of the Senate. There is 
room at the’ top, though some “ stal- 
warts” may have to stand aside. 
Colonel BROOKHART, elected as an im- 
peccable regular, will return from 
banishment, bound to have the best. 
If No-Party Norris succeeds by seni- 
ority to the great post of Chairman of 
the Judiciary Committee, the forgiven 
and restored dissenters are justified in 
thinking that nothing is too good for 
them. Mr. La FOLLgeTTE and Mr. 
BLAINE, adepts in Republican regular- 
ity, Wisconsin style, must have as 
cLoice treatment as the freshmanship 
of the latter and the sophomoreship of 
the former are entitled to. 

Mr. Nye of North Dakota is included 
with his colleague, Mr. FRAZIER, in the 
proposed gracious amnesty and deal. 
It is pleasant to see Mr.. BORAH, 
so accustomed to making trouble, 
trying to make’ peace; - peace with 
assignments. When he, a Borah 
Republican all the year, except a 
week or two at election time, has the 
best committee billet in the Senate, 
why should any other guerrilla be 
kept out of the uniform of Republican 
regularity?

Weather permitting, Italian and 
American naval aviators will fly for 


the Schneider Cup,in Hampton Roads. 


today over a triangular course’ of 350 
kilometers. Great Britain, Italy and 
the United States have each won two 
races. ‘The trophy goes to the winner 
of a third. Lacking fast seaplanes, 
Great. Britain will not be represented 
today. — 

The Schneider Cup was presented 
to the Aero Club de France: in 1912. 
Under its auspices PREvosT, a French- 
man, won in 19138 the first race at 
Monaco, his speed being 44.7 miles an 
hour: The Italians in their second 


victory at Venice in 1921 attained a 


speed of 117.4 miles an hour. An Eng- 
lishman raised it to 146 miles at Naples 
in 1922. The following year Lieu- 
tenant Davin RitTeNHOUsE, U. 8. N., 
won at Cowes, England, with a speed 
of 177.38 miles. At Baltimore last 
year Lieutenant James H. DOOLITTLE 
hung up a record of 245.713 miles an 
hour. The country that. produces the 
winner becomes host for the following 
year. No better stretch of water than. 
Hampton Roads could be selected for 
the final contest. It is dear to the 
American Navy for its memories, and 
there will be disappointment on every 
ship afloat, in every home yard and 
in every bureau office if the Schneider 
Cup does not stay in this country. 
But to vanquish the Italian officers 
who have come over will be a notable 
achievement... Their machines are fast, 
and as pilots they are formidable.

Proph- 
ets declare that a new world’s record 
for seaplanes will be made. 


WHO’S WHO IN CHINA. 

Nominally, China is a republic and 
at the head of the Government is a 
President. This gentleman, however, 
has disappeared from official life and, 
if reports are correct, is in “retire- 
ment” in one of the foreign conces- 
sions in Tientsin, His career has not 
been altogether happy, as, prior to 
his voluntary retirement in Tientsin, 
he had. been held in involuntary re- 
tirement in Peking, and the Govern- 
ment was carried on by one who en- 
joyed ‘the title of Chief Executive. He, 
apparently, is also “ missing.” Hence 
the British Government is at a loss to 
know to whom its new Minister to 
Peking is to present his official cre- 
dentials. 

Nor do the complications end there. 
In Canton, where an ingenious young 
Chinese by the name of EUGENE CHEN 
has made himself very vocal as “ For- 
eign Minister,” the dean of the edn- 
sular corps, who had presented a com- 
munication from the diplomatic corps 
in Peking, was informed that the 
Canton Government recognized neither 
the Peking Government nor the diplo- 
mats accredited to it. A year ago 
the -war lord of the Yangtse, Sun 
CHUAN-FANG, ‘ who is still endeavor- 
ing to drive’the Cahtonese troops out 
of Central China, let it be known that 
he refused to accept orders from or 
to recdgnize the Peking Government. 
When the _ celebrated Manchurian 
“super war lord” CHANG TSsO-LIN oc- 
cupied Peking last Summer, those 
who had formerly been recognized as 
the. “Peking Government ” ‘discovered 
that the climate in the foreign con- 
cession in Tientsin was healthier than 
elsewhere in China, and hastened 
there. : 

The reasons for maintaining the fic- 
tion of a “central government” of 
China, located in Peking, have been 
many. It was the successor of the: old 
empire. It had assumed the treaty

so vast that many: of the Consuls’ are. 
more or less isolated. from Peking, and 
the impotence of the Peking Govern- 
ment has been so great outside of the 
walls of the old Imperial City that the 
only way of transacting business with.

been through local war lords, 

Great Britain suggested ‘last Winter 
that one'of the provisions of the. tariff 
conference be ratified by the provin- 
cial authorities. This might well have’ 
led to further diplomatic. recognition 
of these regions. The Canton Govern-. 
ment demands that it be treated as 
the “national Government” of China. 
For the moment. the Cantonese control 
the greater portion of Central and 
Southern China. Their Government 
has, in the main, been more efficient 
and..less corrupt than that of the 
other provinces. Alone of the various 
Chinese groups they seem to possess 
a definite program. But in it is no 
willingness to assume the interna- 
tional and financial obligations of the 
heir to the Imperial Government, This 
is hardly likely to encourage foreign 
Governments to accord it instant 
recognition.

THE VISITING NURSE SERVICE. 


New York should have special in- 
terest and pride in maintaining and 
extending a unique organization that 
originated here in the lower east side 
thirty-three years ago, and that now 
serves three boroughs. It keeps the 
name of the street in which its benefi- 
cent work grew into a place gf bless- 
ing for the entire community, with 
the care of the sick in their homes as 
the. foundation of all its activities. 
Henry Street would be no _ better 
known than scores of other streets 
were it not that it has become asso- 
ciated with one of the finest types of 
neighborliness. The Henry Street Set- 
tlement is indeed so widely and favor- 
ably known that forty-eight countries 
in Europe, Asia and Africa have sent 
women to acquire the technique and 
something of the spirit that lives in its 
Visiting Nurse Service. 

Ever since this work started people 
of all races and all creeds have been 
benefited: the very poor, whose in- 
come leaves nothing for the accidents 
of illness and who have been served 
without pay and with love; the people 
who are economically above that line, 
who have paid what they could in 
their pride and gratitude; and the 
people who cannot pay for or-do not re- 
quire the full time of a nurse, but are 
grateful: for the privilege of calling 
upon a staff that they can pay. Edu- 
cation has accompanied the nurse in 
her ministration, ) 
into homes where there may be in- 
fection, fearless and eager to serve, 
have given New Yorkers a sense of, 
deep gratification. 

The Visiting Nurse Service has on 
its staff 200 graduate nurses, who 
work in Manhattan, Richmond and 
the Bronx. They answer calls from 
American families, foreign-born, Prot- 
estants, Jews and Catholics. They at- 
tend the mother before and during 
child-birth, ‘teaching her all she needs 
to know for the welfare of her baby. 
They instruct all with whom they 
come in contact how to keep well, thus 
protecting the city from an epidemic. 
During the first nine months of 1926, 
47,528 patients were visited, in the 
total of 270,234 visits. For examina- 
tion and advice 14,532 people came to 
the health centres and 6,629 mothe 
received help and instruction, whil 
1,733 children attended pre-school 
“clinics. 

A campaign has been launched to 
raise $500,000 to help meet the current 
expenses for the next three years. 
Maintenance and growth are depen- 


dent upon money to meet the carefully | 


planned budget. Each dollar which is 
received sends a nurse on her way to 
visit some one ill at home. Sixteen 
hundred: and fifty dollars will keep a 
nurse in the field for one year. The 
problem of the care of the sick grows 
out of all proportion to the mere in- 
crease in population in our great 
cities. Hospitalization demands in- 
crease enormously because of the dif- 
ficulty of giving certain kinds of treat- 
ment in the home; but where the 
visiting nurse can give the requisite 
care in home surroundings it is to be 
preferred. The call of the visiting 
nurse often makes the transfer to a 
hospital unnécessary.

There always has been conflict be- 
tween conservatism—specifically tradi- 
tionalists and religious creed followers 
~—against progressives (radicals). And 
whichever force gains the upper hand 
sets out to discredit the other by hook 
or crook. The tendencies always have 
been to revert to such arguments as 
G. H. B.’s—‘“‘I don’t believe pacifism 
was ever a keynote to progress’’; 
“progress com-s after every war’; “I 
don’t believe there will ever come. a 
time in history of this planet when 
war will be no more.” 

But to assert that one theory {fs and 
another isn’t, is not. going to get us 
out of repeated conflicts. What we 
need is to shake loose from some of 
our age-old distorted concepts and 
think less of clever phrases and tricks 
to beat the other fellow; and a little 
more of the nature and complete and 
far-reaching purposes of these things 
we love so well. 

Mr. Hull seems to haiee learned the 
natire of some of these things. G. H. 
B., however, certainly betrays himself 
when he says, ‘‘But it must be remem- 
bered that killing mankind in interna- 
tional warfare is not the same as one 
individual killing another to settle per- 
sonal quarrels,’’ and defends the state- 
ment by, “God did not hesitate to lead 
the children of Israel into battle when

Rabbi Golan Says if She Does 
wil Be Gratuitous. 


Queen Marie's expressions of good- 
will toward the Jéws of Rumania will 
be regarded as gratuitous, said Rabbi 
Israel Goldstein in a sermon last night 
at B'nai Jeshurun Synagogue, unless 
she “uses her prestige and her talents 
to publicly condemn anti-Semitic out- 
breaks and to publicly protest against 
violations of the rights of the Jew as 
a citizen.” 

Rabbi Goldstein referred to the re- 
ported”"“reappointment of Alexander 


University of Jassy in Rumania after 
his dismissal for anti-Semitic disturb- 
ances following his alleged propaganda 
among the students, and continued: 
“Queen Marie probably understands 
that in her very title as ‘Queen’ there 
is implied a promise to the Jew. When 
the sovereignty of Rumania was as- 
sured by the Treaty of Berlin in 1878, 


it was assured upon the condition that, 
‘in Rumania differences in religious 
beliefs and confessions shall not be 


stood | brought against any one as a ground 


for exclusion or unfithess as regards

admission to public offices,

ment of that condition toward the Jew 
has been consistently evaded by the 
Rumanian Government. More recent 
constitutional guarantees have been 
similarly rendered nugatory by means 
of subterfugés.

“It would be majestically noble if her 
Majesty, descended as she is from 
Queen Victoria on the one hand and 
from Alexander II on the other, ‘would 
in that liberal tradition dedicate her 
talents and her powers to the end that 
the Jew in Rumania shall enjoy the 
peace and equality which have been 
often promised him, but which have to 
this. day never been fully and freely 
extended.”’

But He Extricates Himself and 
Norfolk Launches Rescue 
Him From Water. 


SHAKE-UP IN OUR FLIERS 


‘Wrecking of Plane Forces the 


Elimination of Lieut. Champion 
From Today’s Contests. 


Special to The New York Times, 

NORFOLK, Va., Nov. 12.—With both 
the American and Italian teams ready 
the stage was set on the shores of 
Hampton Roads tonight for the his- 
toric Schneider Cup race for the 
world’s seaplane speed honors—but not 
until after a vitally important shake-up 
in the personnel of the American fliers 
and a crash which eliminated one of 
the fastest of the American racing 
planes from the contest. 

The wrecking of the seaplane, the 
Packard engined Curtiss racer officially 
designated as the R-3-C-3 and which 
was to have started as No. 2 in.tomor- 
row’s contest, almost cost the life of 
its pilot, Lieutenant William Gosnell 
Tomlinson, who escaped without in- 
jury in a manner little short of mirac- 
ulous. His plane turned a side somer- 
sault when one of its pontoons hit a 
wave in landing, and sank with its 
pilot squeezed into its tiny cockpit. 
Clad in heavy flying togs and strapped 
in his seat, Lieutenant Tomlinson was 
submerged in the cold waters of Wil- 
loughby Bay for some seconds. 

The large gallery of spectators 
watching his performance from the 
Hampton Roads naval airbase, in full 
view of the accident, including many 
notables in the realm of aviation, 
gasped and shuddered. Then they saw 
him crawl out of the water to the top 
of one of the upturned pontoons of 
the capsized plane and wave. his hand 
in reassurance ~ to those ashore. 
Launches and seaplanes sped to his 
rescue. 

The pilot was found to be cold but 


absolutely unhurt. Unshaken by his 
narrow escape, Lieutenant Tomlinson 
again took the air this afternoon in 
a Curtiss ‘‘Hawk’’ plane and qualified 
in a navigability Aest for participation 
in tomorrow’s ‘Schneider Cup race. 
The maximum speed of the ‘‘Hawk’’ 
is about 160 miles an hour—nearly 100 
miles less than that of the other five 
planes now entered—and its participa- 
tion in the speed trials was decided 
upon on -the theory that the tortoise 
once defeated the hare in a famous 
racing contest. 
Hawk Replaces Damaged Plane. 


The shake-up in the American team’s 
personnel included the elimination of 
Lieutenant Carleton C. Champion, who 
was to have flown the No. 4 Curtiss- 
motored plane, the substitution in his 


place of Lieutenant George T. Cud- 
dihy, who was to have flown the Pack- 
ard-motored. No. 2 plane, and the as- 
signment of Lieutenant Tomlinson, an 
alternate, to fly the latter racer. It 
was after these changes had been an- 
mounced that Lieutenant .Tomlinson 
wrecked the No. 2 plane while at- 
tempting a landing after a _ thirty- 
eight-minute flight during navigability 
tests. 

The damage to the Packard-engined 
plane was so great that it could never 
be repaired in time for tomorrow’s 
race, and then Rear Admiral Moffett 
announced the eleventh-hour substitu- 
tion of the Curtiss Hawk plane Lieu- 
tenant Tomlinsor will pilot. Otherwise 
the American team would have been 
restricted to two planes in the race 
against the intact outfits of three en- 
tered by the Italians. 

Even with the Hawk entered, the per- 
centage chances of the American team 
have been cut to a 3 to 2 ration by the 
temporary loss of the No. 2 Packard- 
motored plane. The challenging team 
will have three planes, each credited 
with a straightaway speed of over 200 
miles an hour, while the American 
team will have only two fast planes— 
Nos. 4 and 6, which Lieutenants Cud- 
dihy and Schilt will pilot tomorrow. 
Consequently, if two of the Italian 
‘planes fail, they will still have a third 
in the race capable of very great 
speed, while accidents to Nos. 4 and 6 
would leave the American with an 
entry capable 
miles an hour at best—the Curtiss 
Hawk. 


American Team Undismayed. 


But problems and mishaps have not 
dismayed the American team, whose 
members profess to be confident of 
winning with one of their two remain- 
ing fast planes. Admiral Moffett said 
that Lieutenant Cuddihy had been 
shifted to the No. 4 plane because he 
was considered the most experienced 
high-speed racer on the American team 
and practice flights had also. produced 
convincing evidence that the Curtiss- 
motored No. 4 was the fastest of the 
American planes at the time—9 o’clock 
this morning—it was decided not to en- 
trust it to Lieutenant Champion. It 
was No. 4, piloted by Lieutenant Cud- 
dihy, that established a record of more 
than 256 miles an hour—hoéw much 
more is still an official secret—in Mon- 
day’s practice flight. 

Admiral Moffett said the Packard- 
engined No. 2 plane had a record of 
258 miles an hour straightaway in 
practice flying before being brought 
here, also that it was originally be- 
lieved this plane might make an even 
better showing than the Curtiss-en- 
gined No. 4. - 

The practice flights between the No. 
2 and No. 4 planes have constituted a 
race within a race between two racing 
machines equipped respectively with 
power plants of two of America’s 


greatest airplane éngine :manufactur- 


ers, Packard and Curtiss. No. 4 plane 


is equipped with: the“ new Curtiss 


V-1550 engine of 685 horsepower and 
2,500 revolutions per minute.

To Concentrate on Jobbers. 


The Joint Board of the Cloak, Suit, 
Skirt and Dress Makers Union, in a 
statement yesterday, characterized the 


peace agreement with the inside manu- 
facturers as “a peace wherein some 
concessions were granted to the manu- 
facturers and considerable gains were 
obtained by the union.”’ With the finan- 
cial and moral assistance of those 
who have already returned to work 
and those who will soon return to the 
shops of the inside manufacturers, the 
union declared it would concentrate 
its fire on the jobbers, ‘‘who are the 
main factors, anfi who have created 
the chaos in the industry.” ) 

Joseph Boruchovich, a member of 
the General Strike Committee, ex- 
plained the terms of the new agree- 
ment to the shop chairmen at a meet- 
ing held in Webster Hall, Eleventh 
Street near Third Avenue. The new 
contract, he said, was ‘‘neither victory 
nor defeat.“ He explained ‘that the 
union was compelled to accept the 
manufacturers’ Yemand for the right 
to reorganize their shops once a year 
by discharging 10 per cent. of the em- 
ployes. To that extent the agreement 
was a defeat, he added. ¥ 

The forty-hour week was a compro- 
mise, he explained, the union demand- 
ing the immediate installation of the 
forty-hour week and the employers 
granting it for the.third year of the 
agreement after two years of work 
at forty-two hours a week. 

The increase in wages, said Borucho- 
vich, was a clear gain and so was the 
union’s right to unionize examiners. 
The union, he further said, lost in its 
demand for a guarantee of thirty-six 
weeks’ work and for unionization of 
designers. 

The proposed peace agreement was 
ratified; by the 250 members of the 
General Strike Committee at a meet- 
ing in: Beethoven Ha}i, 210 Fifth Streét, 
after being presented by Louis’ Hyman, 
Chairman of the General Strike Com- 
mittee.

Jobbers’ Agreement Seen. — 


Despite the reports emanating yes- 
terday from the ranks of the jobbers 
that they would not meet the union, it.

the way toward an agreement with the 
jobbers and with the submanufactur- 
ers, . 

In its statement yesterday the union 
asserted that with the support of the 
returned workers it would be ‘“‘invin- 
cible’’ in its attack on the jobbers.

_ “The settlement with the Industrial 
Council is a peace wherein some con- 
cessions were granted to the manufac- 
turers and considerable. gains were 
obtained by the union. The concessions 
granted are the right to reorganize the 
personnel of their shops. to the extent 
of 10 per.cent. This is in the nature 
of an experiment for the next two and 
a half years. We will then be able to 
establish the effect of this move upon 
the industry and to what extent it re- 
acts-on the conditions of the workers. 

“The question of hours is a distinct 
-gain for the workers in this strike. 
The entire labor movement is inter- 
ested in the shortening of hours, in the 
five-day week and especially in the 
‘forty-hour week. We have gained the 
five-day week and forty-two hours for. 
the first year and a half of the agree- 
ment, and for the last year a clear 
forty-hour week of five days. The en- 
tire labor movement, and particularly 
the needle trades, have been fighting 
for this demand in order to distribute 
the work and to help solve: the compli- 
cations of a seasonal industry and its’ 
consequent unemployment. Further, 
our gains will afford the cloakmaker 
two days’ leisure instead of one. 

“The union has obtained substantial 
increases in wages, not only above the 
old scales, but also above those recom- 
mended by the Governor’s Mediation 
Commission. Increases of the mini- 
— scale average from $4.50 to $9 per 
week.’

George Daniel Olds, President of Am- 
herat College, who in thirty-six years 
of service had four times been called 
as acting head of the institution be- 
fore his appointment as President in 
1924, today made public his resigna- 
tion. 

Stating that he ‘“‘thought it would be 
wise’ to relinquish his duties as Presi- 


of the Alumni Council that he had 
asked last month to be relieved of the 
office and had requested the trustees 
to look for a successor. 

Edward T. Estey, Secretary of the 
corporation, said that no defnite ac- 
tion. had been taken on the resignation 
as yet and that no successor had been 
appointed.

Elis, who. were innocent bystand- 
ers in the late Quarrel between Prince- 
ton and Harvard, were on the bad end 
of 10-7 odds tonight, but Tiger sup- 
porters refused’ to lay any wagers at 
those figures. 

Princeton Wants Even: Money. 

The Princetonians are waiting for 
even money before risking the family 
jewels on tomorrow's outcome. They

‘even-money affair. Particularly . do 
they aver that Princeton should not be 


the favorite. The mere mention of the 
fact that Princeton is the favorite is 
enough to make any Tiger student 
clutch his pocketbook wildly, clamp his 
hat down and start running in other 
directions.

Princeton has a chance tomorrow to 
win the mythical championship of the 
Big Three. Inasumch as the Big Three 
is also rather mythical at the current 
writing, the sentence might be _ re- 
phrased to read ‘‘mythical champion- 
ship of the mythical Big Three.” 

‘On the other hand, if Yale should 
be victorious the mythical title of the 
mythical trinity would have to be held 
in abevance until next Saturday when 
the Elis tackle Harvard. 


Tigers Covet the Title. 

The only certainity is that Harvard 
will not win even the mythical cham- 
pionship. Even though the title is 
somewhat cloudy, Princeton covets it 
as it has coveted no other athletic 
honor in fifty years. If Princeton has 
to pass out of the late-lamented Big 


Three,. it wants to pass out still the) 
champion. There is nothing like hav- 
ing the last word ip’an argument. 

The breakup of the historic trinity 
has not seemed to affect the attend- 
ance. Although the price of tom * 
row’s tickets is $5 apiece, not a c 
tomer was frightened away by the high 
cost of the entertainment. In fact; 
there was hardly a coveted pasteboard 
to be obtained in Princeton tonight. A 
report that one student had two extra 
tickets threw the whole town into an 
uproar this evening. 

The Palmer Memorial Stadium will 
carry a capacity load tomorrow. Extra 
wooden seats have been erected at the 
open end of the horseshoe, but they are 
pathetically inadequate to handle the 
overflow of eager patrons.

In the now mythical Big Three there 
is a certain superstition attached to 
being favorite. Invariably the favorite 
is. kicked around rather roughly by the 
underdog. Two years ago, it will be 
remembered, Princeton swept over 
Harvard something like 34-0 and was 
an odds-on favorite against Yale. This 
did not prevent the Elis from wiping 
up Palmer Field with the prostrate 
forms of the Tigers. 


Feels Fear of Favorite. 

The Princeton student body has been 
warned against the terrible fate of fa- 
vorites. This raises the question why 
a group of loyal Tiger rooters does 
not bet on the other team, making the 
latter a favorite and, therefore, auto- 
matically Baeuring a Princeton vic- 


tory 

Privately, Tad Jones thinks his team 
will win, and this feeling is shared by 
most Yale men.

Jews are raising $25,000,000 for this 
relief work: ‘“Amerigan Christians 
have never realized nor understood the 
sufferings of the Jews of Central and 
Eastern Europe,” says ‘the appeal. 
“Five million Jews are in desperate 
distress ~ today—2,225,000 in Russia, 
2,225,000 in Poland and 500,000 in. Bes+ 
sarabia, Lithuania and the near-by 
countries. Men; women and little chil- 
dren are suffering and in misery—they 
are hungry all the time. 

“Since 1914 ‘The Four Horsemen’ 
have ridden grimly over half .of the 
Jewish population of the’ world—war, 
pestilence, famine and always death. 

“Tt is no fault of the Jews that these 
things have happened. Varying philos- 
ophies of government, economic col- 
lapses, famine, race prejudice have 
played their part. Ih the dark days of 
Czarism in Russia the Jews were not 
allowed to own land or to ‘till the soil. 
By law they were forced to become 
small merchants—the middlemen of the 
country. 

“The Soviet Government overthrew 
this law, but also wiped out the gmall 
merchant and the middleman. The 
Government became responsible for 
distribution. The Jews were left with- 
out means of livelihood—and starved. 

‘In Poland and other countries the 
Jew suffers from fierce religious preju- 
dice and unjust laws: Persecutions 
and pogroms have’ destroyed his. home, 
his work, and many have been killed: 
Unjust taxes have been levied upon 
him. Because of the economic collapse 
in Poland the Jew was the first to 
suffer and continues to be the greater 
sufferer. 

“During these twelve long years / 
3,000,000 American Jews have faithfully 
and loyally helped their European 
brethren. Again and a —* they have 
stood between them and death. Pesti- 
lence has been met, famine has been 
defeated. In this time $62,000,000 has 
been given by the Jews of America for 
relief work among these ple. This 
is in addition to he Jewish gifts to all 
war and general relief funds and does 
not include a much vaster sum sent 
directly to relatives and friends. 

“God is in this work. The Joint Dis- 
tribution Committee ministers to the 
soul as well as to the body. Now that 
we American Christians know the facts 
the needs we must act. We cannot 
let men, women and little children 
starve.
